THE KINTH DAY’S PEOOEEDINGS. 


Governor Perkins, W arden Ames and 
Others Testify.

San F r a n c is c o , Ju 'v 221.—The State 
Prison Investigating Commission met at San 
Quentin at 10 o’clock this morning. 
FIRST WITNESS. 
William P. Harkey, Sheriff of Sutter couri 
ty, testified that he came to San Quentin tc 
arrest one McNeal, an ex-convict, sentenced 
from Sutter county, otherwise known as 
“ Strychnine Jack.” He reached the prison 
on the morning of the day upon which the 
convict was to be discharged ; went into the 
prison and shook hands with the convict, and 
when the convict was going out of the prison 
at the front gate, he told him he was bis 
prisoner. The convict was taken into the 
prison by the Captain of the Yard to pay him 
somemoney for work dor.eby him fortheState. 
Witness waited in the Warden’s office for the 
return of the prisoner. As the prisoner did 
not return he inquired, and found that his 
man had escaped. Instead of going into the 
prison he had disappeared arouud the corner, 
and crossed over the hills toward San Rafael 
Witness went to San Rafael and offered a 
reward of §25 for the capture of the prisoner. 
Then went to Oakland and received informa- 
tión of the arrest of McNeal. Came over to 
the prison, received the prisoner, and paid 
the reward to a Constable from San Rafael. 
Cross-examined by Warden Ames : Was 
told by the Warden to look out for 
his prisoner ; didn’t connect tho W ar­ 
den with the transaction in any way; 
supposed Captain Edgar to have colluded 
with the prisoners to escape ; was warned by 
the Warden to make his arrest and keep the 
prisoner in his possession ; staid all night at 
the Warden’s house. 
Warden Ames explained that the convict 
w as arrested by a guard od the day after 
Harkey left. 
WARDEN POCKHAN, 
Of the Folsom prison, was the next witness : 
Was told when he went before the Board of 
Directors as a candidate for Warden that 
Ames had agrie ) to consult the Directors on 
the appointment of subordinate officers, and 
made 
a 
similar 
agreement 
himself; 
did not understand by the agreement 
that he had surrendered his right to discharge 
the men ; understood the Board of Directors 
to have the right to nominate them, but he 
was not obliged to appoint them ; was under 
no special promise to resign, but had given 
assurances that when he didn’t suit the 
Board of Directors he would hand in his 
resignation, and w, u!d not resist his removal. 
The condition of the prison at Folsom v/aa 
described as a place of forcible detention for 
convicts. There were no employments in the 
prison ; there were 321 cells and 300 prison­ 
ers ; did not assign a prisoner to each cell, be­ 
cause some of them were iu an unfinished 
state : employed the prisoners in finishing up 
the work of the prison ; some were employed 
in making clothes, and boots and shoes for 
officers, and for convicts ; couldn’t say that 
the prisoners were employed in productive 
pursuits ; had no industry of aDy kind worth 
mentioning; the 30C prisoners at Folsom 
were merely detained. 
Very little further testimony was taken 
beyond a general irquiry into the prison at 
Folsom. Then followed a close examination 
of the W arden with reference to his ideas of 
the penal system. 
GOVERNOR CEORGF. C. PERKINS 
Was the next witneiB, In the examination 
of Governor Perkins the name of each Di­ 
rector appointed was canvassed, and the 
reasons for the appointment given by the 
Governor. The reasons given were satisfac­ 
tory as to all the Directors except Wallace 
Everson, of Oakland. The explanation of 
the appointment of Mr. Everson was not 
fully understood by the Commission, and a 
number of questions intimating this lack of 
understanding were asked by them. 
A 
long and critical examination of the 
manner in which the pardoning power had 
been exercised followed, which occupied 
nearly two hours. 
The Goveruor did not 
know when a lawyer by name of Foltz ap­ 
proached him to secure a pardon for a crimi­ 
nal, or that Moral Instructor Cummings 
held money in his hands to be paid to an at­ 
torney in the event a pardon was obtained. 
Had he known it he would have refused to 
hear the application. The Governor gave 
his views of the present condition of tho 
prison, and the proper penal syBtem, and 
in relation to the employment of the prison­ 
ers on behalf of the State, in a clear, ready 
and concise manner, occupying over an hour 
in delivery. 
DAVID I’ORTER 
Sworn : W. II. Sears acted as his attorney in 
the sale of the land ; be had paid $250 for his 
services; denied haviog said to Worden 
that it coat him one-half of the money he ob­ 
tained for the land to effect the Bale to the 
State; knew he had not made the statement. 
SENATOR WATSON 
Sworn. His testimony was in confirmation 
of the story that the Directors of the prison 
used their personal influence to pass the law 
giving them $100 a month for expenses. 
Governor Perkins, recalled, testified that 
Wallace K verson spoke to-him in support of 
a bill to give him $100 a month ; also that 
Jndge Schell wrote him a letter defending 
the constitutionality of the bill, and that he 
understood the Directors to be in its favor ; 
did not believe the provision constitutional; 
becoming convinced of its constitutionality 
he signed it, because of other provisions in 
the bill, bnt would not have approved of the 
bill to give the Directors $100 a month if 
presented with that single provision. 
Senators Watson and Sears were then ex­ 
amined relative to prison discipline and re­ 
form. Both gentlemen had been members of 
the Prison Committees of 1880 and 1881. 
Director Chapman was granted indefinite 
leave of absence. 
Director Schell was permitted to attend 
the further sittings of the Commission at his 
option. 
Three hundred and five papers, filled ont 
by convicts in the prison, were then handed 
to the Chairman of the Commission. 
Captain Edgar testified that the Chairman 
of the Commission had handed him 350 
blanks to be filled by prisoners. He had 
mad? no suggestion to any prisoner, but had 
required the prisoners to return to him the 
blanks when filled. They had been so re­ 
turned, and had not bien examined by him­ 


self, but were submitted to the Chairman as 
returned. Each prisoner to whom a blank 
was handed received instructions to fill them 
up according to the truth, and each had 
treated the matter earnestly. Answers to 
the questions proceeded from the prisoners 
themselves, without influence or dictation. 
The Chairman announced that Monday 
would be devoted to the consideration of 
prison ethics and reform of prison systems. 
The following witnesses will appear : Mr. 
Neilson, editor ofjthe Examiner ; Rev. M. T. 
Briggs, Rev. Joseph S. McDonald, Judge 
Freelon, Judge Robert Ferral and Judge 
Davis Louderback. 
The Commission adjourned till next Mon­ 
day.

A Kan Suicides Because Fe Could Not

San Francisco, July 22d.—A German 
named Herman Ehrlieh, 38 years old, a 
stationer at 950 Mission street, shot himself 
at North Beach at 2 r. M. with a revolver in 
the right temple, the ball coming out of the 
left temple. His death was instantaneous. 
He left a wife and two children. In a letter 
be told his wife that he killed himself be­ 
cause he could not support bis family. 
THE BEPDBLICAN8. 
Last night the Republican County Con­ 
vention cincluded its labors by indorsing all 
the. nominations, and adjourned sine die. 
On the whole, the sessions of the convention 
have been harmonious, for a political nomi­ 
nating body ; and, while tie struggle by 
friends of the many candidates were some­ 
times sharp, there have been no bitter ani­ 
mosities created that will prevent the Repub­ 
lican party concentrating on the entire ticket. 
Taken as a whole, the ticket is a good one, 
and is made up of representative men of the 
several wings of the party in San Francisco. 
The candidate for -Mayor, Judge Blake, is a 
concession to the workers of the party, and 
he is withal an acceptable man to the respect­ 
able element of the community. He has 
been in public office for years, and his record 
is clean. Republicans generally believe he 
will be elected, no matter whom the Demo­ 
crats put up against him. For Auditor, the 
most important office on the list, the nominee, 
Henry Brickwedel, is probably the best that 
could be named. He has as good a record, 
which he made while in the B -ard of Super­ 
visors, as any man who ever held office in the 
city, and he has the respect of the people. 
The Board of Education is a good one; and 
the same may be said of the Supervisors ; 
although there are already rumors cflo.it that 
the majority are favorable to Spring Valley. 
This, however, is mere a vert¡071 so far, as 
but two of the nominees have any record on 
the question, arid both of these gentlemen 
have baeD opposed to the water company for 
years. The platform is i-Rther ambiguous as 
to the Spring Valley bugbear, and pledges 
economy with an “ if.” That the platform 
could have been made stronger In these re­ 
spects is the opinion of strong party men. 
THE STOCK MARKET 
Continues very quiet, the continued levying 
of assessments having a bad elf -ct on the en­ 
tire list. Any attempt at railing values has 
been met with all the stock wanted. 
THE FREIGHT MARKET 
Is strong, and extreme rates are asked for 
all vessels suitable for wheat. The fact that 
an immense amount of tonnage is on the way 
has had no effect so far in affecting prices 
and for spot charters and for ships to arrive 
£4 per ton, U. K., is readily obtained. 
THE GENERAL MERCHANDISE MARKET 
Is considered in a satisfactory condition by 
the trade, though for the moment trade is 
dull. A good fail trade is confidently ex­ 
pected, and stocks are accumulating in the 
hands of importers and jobbers with that ex­ 
pectation. Rice is a fraction Icwer. Salt is 
a dollar a ton better than last week. . 
PRODUCE MARKET. 
In the produce market a quiet tone has 
prevailed the past week, and quotations are 
2.jc tower for choice wheat than last Friday. 
The best price obtainable is $1 42.1 for No. 1, 
and $1 37.) may be considered the outside 
figure for No. 2. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Joseph Goldwater has filed his petition in 
insolvency. Liabilities, $4,000 ; assets, none. 
The prizes wen at the spring tournament 
of the California Rifle Association will be 
distributed to the winners on Monday even­ 
ing next. 
James Muller, a native of Inland, aged 50 
years, and Levy E'alk, a native of Poland, 
aged GG years, and a tailor by trade, were 
committed to the Insane Asylum at Napa 
Thursday. 
An old lady, over 30 years of age, came to 
the police station yesterday morning. She 
could not distinctly give her name, bit said 
her eon, who was well off, had turned her 
out of doors. The police are looking him up. 
The time for tiling briefs having expired, 
the Supreme Court yesterday ordered sub­ 
mitted the case of Daniel wit* vs. Harvey, a 
contest for a seat in the Board of School Di­ 
rectors, of which Danielwitz is in possession 
under a decision of Judge Lawler of the Su­ 
perior Court. 
At the meeting of the Mechanics’ League 
Thursday night Mayor Kallocb was de­ 
nounced. A resolution was adopted to the 
effect that all mechanics and laborers inaugu­ 
rate an agitation to shorten the working 
hours and to give to all a half-holiday. Sev­ 
eral other speakers addressed the meeting. 
If the Workingmen accept the three offices 
tendered to them, John P. Dunn will be 
nominated for Auditor, J. H. Grady for Tax 
Collector, and Thomas Desmond for the po­ 
sition he now holds. If they are allowed the 
Public Administrator, T. J. Pinder, ex-As- 
semblymac, thinks he was cut out for that 
place. 
There has been a moderate demand for 
real estate this week. The demand for good- 
paying business property continues. Occa­ 
sionally a seller of such appears in the mar­ 
ket, and when that is the case the property 
is quickly taken in. After sales are made 
advances are often offered before the ink on 
the papers is scarcely dry. 
John Fitzgerald, for many years Private 
Secretary to Archbishop Alemany, and for 
three years past a special police officer on 
Market street, died last evening at 1G31 Du­ 
pont street, after an illness of three days, of 
congestion of the brain. The deceased, who 
was a son-in-law of Captain Douglass, was a 
native of Ireland, 37 years of age. 
Mr. Critcber, late Secretary of the Demo­ 
cratic County Committee and Financial 
Secretary of Company G. Second Regiment, 
has left the city, it is believed on a trip for 
Liverpool. It is charged that he took fnnds 
belonging to his company, collected for -Tune 
dues. The sum is small, and his friends deny 
that he left because of tbat. It is ssid there 
is a woman in the case. 
The number of Democratic citizens who

The latest candidate an­ 
nounced fer the Mayoralty is Frank McCop- 
pin. The Yosemite Convention is consider­ 
ing the advisability of giving the place to 
Robert Howe, who is a number of the Man­ 
hattan Club, end thus mollify the wratli of a 
large number of the members of that body. 
The name of the defrauding clerk cf the 
Anglo-Califerniau Bank is Henry F. Lewis. 
As there was indisputable evidence that 
Mr. Lewis had appropriated or in some man­ 
ner made away with several thousands of 
dollars of the bank’s funds, President Low 
is inclined to think that the missing clerk 
would ma'ii no serious objections against 
the filling of his position by a more reliable 
person. 
Henry T. Scitt, of the firm of Prescott, 
Scott & C‘\, the iron men, met. with a severe 
accident Thursday aftern- on. He was driving 
with his wife (formerly Mias Hursely, of Sac 
rarrento), god when near the corner iff 
Tyler street and Van Ness avenne, the t> am, 
a epiriteckor.e, was frightened r y :>, pa-ring 
bicycle and ran away.

The Supreme Í loqrt 
decided to have an answer from the lítate 
Treasurer before issuing any writ. 
James P. Apnew. late Cashier of the San 
Francisco and North Pacific Coast Railroad 
Company, has disappeared the places that 
knew him. On the 2d of July Mr. Agoew, 
being a private of Company E, First Regi­ 
men*. stated that he would be unable to go 
to the seaside. He was excused from mili­ 
tary duty, and that is the last of his roovi- 
ments of which the public has any knowl­ 
edge. Although but a few weeks have inter­ 
vened nines Mr. Agnew turned his back on 
the city, all recollection of him has been 
effaced from the office where he so recently 
held the responsible position of custodian of 
the coin. He is aged about 28. The officials 
of the company d>ny all knowledge of his 
whereabouts, and thus far there is nothiqg to 
show that he is a defaulter.

TEE MERIT OF RUGS 
The large pieces of furniture ‘hat in all 
rooms stand against the wall—the sofas, 
the pianofortes, the tide-boards, the book­ 
cases, the bedstead?, the wardrobes, the 
washstands, the bureaus—do not, need any 
carpet under them ; the carpet tl it is put 
under them stands for so muc'p wasted 
money, and yet we go on putting down 
yards of carpet where it is neter seen, 
where the dust collects and is only attacked 
in weekly sweepings, and where it keeps a 
sort of color, while the rest changes color 
and fades. Let any one give a rug a fair 
trial, and observe for himself how* much 
less dust will be made in the room, how 
much more easily the room is kept clean, 
and how much more manageable the furni­ 
ture is wheu the weekly sweeping or tho 
daily dusting has to be got through. In 
no case should bdv of the large pieces of 
furniture rest upon the m g ; for it ought 
to he an every-day or at least an any-day 
matter to turn it up and brush underneath 
it, or roil it up aud carry it out to ba 
shaken or swept. 
It is advisaiile to buy a good rug, Urge 
enough to cover ail the fl or you wish to 
cover, even if it strain your purse a little ; 
for a good rug will last a lifetime, and, in­ 
deed, some rugs aro well cu their way to 
last a second lifetime. The best Turkey, 
Persian and Indian rags are made by hand, 
of pure wool, and are so thick tbat if a 
hot coal fall on ono of them, the charred 
portion, which, in the caso of a Brussels 
carpet, could uevor lie effaced, will disap­ 
pear in a few days’ wear. A t;r much 
using a good Eastern rag. walking on the 
best Brussels carpet feol3 like walking on 
the wooden floor. To an artistic eye, an 
Eastern rug that is handsome to begin with 
grows handsomer with tune and use, and 
even one that was a little staring and pre­ 
tentious at first, gets toned down and sub­ 
dued by being long walked over, just as it 
it were a human being. The gain of em­ 
ploying good rugs is so considerable in 
health and cleanliness alone, that the time 
must come when they will be “ your only 
wear. ”

State. The work will be prepared by Mr.

of its good qualities as a milk-making food, 
and that cattle wili eat e v e r particle of it, 
leaving none to waste, 
M e have had no 
p n c tic il experience in preserving corn or 
< t e r fodder in this way, or in finding it; but 
we are of the opiuion that while the French 
or Germans may find it profitable to go to 
this expense to preseivs c -rn fo lder in this 
wav, it is very doubtful if in California it wiil 
pay. 
W e would not express a deci-ied 
i p nion however on the subj c", but it stems 
to us that the expense of nuil ling the riio 
or underground etnre-roem. and of cutting 
and packing the stalk s will be too great in 
proportion to the advantage gainer). On our 
river lands subject to ovtiflow .it would bo 
impracticable, excrpt that mounds were first 
built to get above water. 
B at if this may 1* 
considered any disadvantage, the river lands 
are more than compensated for the disad­ 
vantage by the fact th at c. in can be raised 
aud fed green for four or five months in a 
year, and during the balance of the year, 
when green feed is not plentiful, we have a 
substitute for th» ore-eived corn fodder in 
the form of gocd alfalfa hay. 
As to the best variety of corn to plant for 
fodder many imagine th at ew tet corn must 
be p;8«es8td of more nutrim ent in the leaves 
and stalks. 
W e do riot know whether en 
analysis has ever been mads to ascertain 
whether this opinion has any reason in fact.

1 have known marmosets, and other mon­ 
keys of my own, when their cage has been 
so situated th at they could alw ays look 
into a snake box, cease to ch atter a t the 
occupants in an hour, and even paw the 
tlass in attem pts to play w ith them in a 
day or two, ju st as they learn to tolerate 
hum an beings, cats, dogs, or moving inan­ 
imate obj oís, when they find they are not 
molested thereby. 
W nen the late John K east Lord was in 
E gypt he saw some wonderful “ charm ing” 
aud m anipulation of the horned asp or 
cerastes, a m ost deadly farpent. 
Having 
his suspicions, Mr. Lord seized the charmed 
reptile by the neck, and on exam ining it, 
found it to be a perfectly harm less snake 
w ith an artificial horn bound cleverly on 
i:s head. 
To dem onstrate the tru th of his 
:.*-ertion to the bystanders, he allowed it 
to titc him ; but th e Arab juggler, nothing 
daunted,im m ediately pronounced a charm, 
and made some m ystic p>asaes over the b it­ 
ten hand, and then coolly assured the n a t­ 
uralist th at he need have no fear of the 
consequences. 
Snake-charm ing is all h u m b u g ; snake 
tim ing or training is possible enough ; and 
the apparent results of tho former are 
easily understood by any one who has 
practised the latter.

TES sr. BERNARD D03. 


The St. Bernard dog derives its name 
from the Hospice of the St. B rnard Pass, 
the highest inhabited print in Europe, 
which was founded A. D. 902, by Bernard 
de Mouthon, and where thi3 breed of dogs 
have been used almost costinuously sines 
that time for the purposes of guiding par. 
ties of travelers through the bewildering 
and trackless snows of the Alps, and to re­ 
cover those who were lost in the snow­ 
storms of that inclement rejo n . 
Stone­ 
henge says, “ The old breed died many years 
ago, and we doubt whether the monks have 
possessed the present race of dogs more 
than forty or fifty years.” 
Ahout half a 
century ego all their dogs were swept away 
by an avaianche, and tho breed ¡vas pre­ 
served by regaining possession of two 
which the monks had previously given 
away. 
They are closely allied to the 
m astiff; are thought generally to have 
been originally. brought from Spain, and 
resemble the Newfoundland in temper aud 
disposition. 
Ju hight they 
are 
from 
twenty-eight 
iO thirty-one inches, and 
about six 
feet 
in 
length, 
iuclnding 
the 
tail, 
weight 
about 
150 pounds. 
There are two varieties of the breed, the 
smooth-coated and rough coated, the dis­ 
tinction being based upon the variation in 
the length of the coat. 
The smooth dog 
is red and white, or brihdle and white, 
while the rough dog, the more highly 
prized of the two, is orange tawny, or a 
deep tawny brindle, with some white, but 
not so much as the smooth variety. 
Stone­ 
henge gives the following description of 
these dogs from a personal inspection made 
during a visit for that purpose to the 
monastery St. Bernard : “ All of these 
dogs were orange taw n y ; 
they 
had 
lyhite legs flecked slightly with orange, 
white holly, white collar around the neck ; 
the head remarkably tine, majestic, and 
full of character ; the ears small and set 
low ; the eyes deeply set, a crease betweeD 
them, giving a mastiff character to the 
whole anim al; 
from the eyes half way 
down the face, black, then suddenly white 
down the nose, which is black ; the white 
above the nose is continued in a blaze or 
streak up the forehead, and extends in a 
narrow line down the poll, meeting the 
white collar 
around 
the 
neck. 
The 
monks 
begged 
us 
to 
observe 
thii 
peculiar mark, and compared it to th ; 
badge of their order—a white band or 
tape, single behind, split to pas3 over the 
neck, and the two ends tucked into th ; 
black dress in front at the waist. 
Some 
very fine specimens, however, are brindlid 
instead of orange tawny, and many have 
no white in the lace at all, ncr down the 
poll. 
The coat, which appears to the c is- 
nal observer hard and smooth, when clca ly 
examined proves to be very thick and 
fleecy, and 
is 
well 
suited 
to 
repel 
cold 
by 
animal 
heat. 
The 
tail 
is 
bushy, 
but 
carried 
generally 
down between the hocks, and the gait or 
carriage of the dog much resembles the 
march of the lion. 
The character of the 
dog is majestic and important. 
He has 
the true nobility possessed by the highest 
type of Newfoundland. The same thought­ 
ful, observant eye, the wide brow, the 
muscular neck, the enormous loin, and 
sinewy arms and thighs, and the Urge, 
round arehed feet and toes (patten enorme», 
the monks called them), and that general 
intimation of power and sense and beievo- 
lence which no other domesticated animal 
possesses in the same compass.”

T ossed P otatoes.— BoH some potatoes 
iu their «kins; peel them and cut iuto 
small pieces. 
Toss thtfm over the tire in a 
mixture of cream, butter rolled in flour, 
pepper and irilt, till they are hot, aud well 
covered w ith the sauce. 
R aspb er r y J am .—Three fourths pound 
sugar to every pound of fruit. 
Put the 
fruit on alone, or with the addition of one 
pint currant juice to every four pounds 
rasnberries. 
Boil half am hour, mashing 
and stirring well ; add the sugar and cook 
tw enty minutes more. 
Blackberry jam is 
very good made in the same way, only 
omitting the currant juice. 
C a ra m e l f o r C o lo r in g .— Half a pound 
of brown sugar; one tablespoonful of water; 
put into a frying-pan, and 
B tir steadily 
over the fire till it becomes a deep dark 
brown in color ; then add one cup of boiling 
water and one teaspoonful of salt. 
Boil a 
minuto longer, bottle and keep corked. 
One tablespoonful will color a clear soup, 
and it can he used for jellies, gravies and 
sauces. 
C ar ro t S a la d — Select very tender 
French carrots and cook them in fast boil­ 
ing water till tender; cut into very thin 
slices, put them into a glass salad bowl, 
and sprinkle with sifted loaf sugar ; add the 
juice of a large, fresh lemon, and a wine­ 
glassful of olive oil.

O a t.u e v l W a t e r as a B e v e r a g e .— 
On board steamships the firemen employed 
about the furnace are sometimes greatly 
exhausted by the heat. 
The profuse per­ 
spiration renders a large quantity of water 
necessary to supply the waste. 
The in­ 
gestión of clear w ater under these circum­ 
stances appears to answer very imperfectly 
the wants of the system. 
It seems to pass 
through the circulation to the skin, perco­ 
late a3 through a sieve, and flow over the 
surface in streams. 
A large drink of cold 
water, or even cool water, under these 
circumstances, 011 an empty stomach, is 
very dangerous aud liable to produce death 
with almost the suddennejs of an electric 
ahock. Great practical advantage has been 
obtainedjby mixing farmace ms substances, 
particularly oatmeal, with the water to be 
used by the' men employed a t this kind 
of labor. 
Thu oatmeal is mixed in the 
proportion of three or four ounces to the 
gallon of water, and used according to 
inclination by the firemen and coal heavers. 
It might be difficult to determine why 
oatmeal, for. this purpose, should be bet­ 
ter than 
cornmeal or 
buckwheat, 
or 
rye, wheat, millet, etc., but the firemen 
themselves seem to think it has the effect 
of making them as strong a9 horse's. 
We 
may safely allow something for this sort of 
prejudice, which wc know to be very po­ 
tent among tho influences ou health and 
disease. 
The peculiar aroma of the oats is 
probably associated with a pleasant degree 
of stimulation of the alimentary mucous 
surface in such a way as to produce its 
complete digestion. 
It seems to fill the 
blood 
vessels 
without 
increasing the 
amount of cutaneous exhalation. The men 
occasionally try acid, saccharine and aleo 
holic drinks as substitutes for the oate, but 
always with unsatisfactory results, except 
th at they find molasses and water b etter 
than clear water, and they are disposed to 
insist on the excellence of rum and w hisky, 
uDder all circumstances, petition for these, 
and experience after each ingestion a m o­ 
m entary relief, followed by additional 
profuseness of perspiration and additional 
exhaustion.

It took Christianity ten 
centuries to gain a nominal adherence of 
50.000.000, and then five more centuries to 
gain another 50.000,000.

COOKING. 


THE STAGE.

FOR THE SEASON OF 1SS1-2 


Movements of People on the Mimic Stage 
—Old Stars and Mew Engage 
m eats—New Plays—Etc. 


The trout is a peculiar fish ; it requires 
great nicety in it? cooking or ita flavor is 
lost. 
The flavor of the brcok trout is 
exceedingly delicate and must be dealt 
writh in a gentle manner. 
Brook trout 
should never be placed in boiling water 
but over steam : boiling it in water sod- 
deDS it and takes away its flavor. 
When 
steaming it put into the water some pep­ 
percorns and a very little salt. 
A sauce 
for trout may be made of melted butter 
and parsley, or capers, or tomatoes, or 
even mushrooms. 
Trout deserves a deli­ 
cate flavoring. 
A second way of cooking 
trout is to melt a piece of fresh butter, 
stir into it some water, and place the trout 
into it. adding peppercorns and a little 
salt. 
Place round several slices of lemon 
and cover up very close. 
Stew like this 
twenty minutes. 
Take out and strain the 
gravy over the tront. 
If you wish the 
gravy thickened one teaspoonful of flour 
stirred into the butter will be sufficient. 
Cover the trout with a piece of greasy 
paper and let it gently frizzle in the pan, or 
put pieces of bacon under it and over it 
and let it frizzle. 
Make a tine salad to 
this dish. 
Steam a trout and when cold 
pour over it some oil mixed with viuegar, 
pepper and salt, and a little tomato catsup. 
A brook trout must have no elaborate 
cooking, but just enough flavoring to en­ 
hance its native aroma.

WILL THE LESSON BE APPLIED? 


TURKISH JUSTICE. 
A Constantinople dispatch the other day 
stated that the late proceedings passing for 
the trial of the persons accused of murder­ 
ing Sultan Abdul Aziz have been declared 
regular, though there were some defects in 
them. This is a fair illustration of that 
peculiar thing called Turkish justice. 
W hen the death of Abdul Aziz occurred, 
seventeen prominent physicians, mostly’ 
Europeans, were called in to investigate 
the cause of his demise. They agreed that 
he had committed suicide. Several years 
afterwrrds three menials, having been 
put to the torture, confess that they were 
employed to strangle the late Saltan, and 
that certain high officers were their accom­ 
plices. It is curious that the high officers 
named by the tortured grooms are men 
who happen to be obnoxious to the prcs- 
eut Sultan, and whom it may be supposed 
that he wishes to get rid of. Upon the 
confession of the tortured grooms these 
officers are arraigned, not before any 
regular Court, but before a tribunal im­ 
provised for the purpose; a sort of 
amateur drumhead court-martial. The 
accused offer in evidence of their innocence 
the certificate of the seventeen physicians 
who examined the body of Abdul Aziz. 
They are not allowed to introduce this 
testimony, which is of course the strongest 
and most practical they could possibly 
have. The confessions of the prisoners, 
made under torture, are*on the other hand 
employed as the basis for the prosecution, 
and upon these confessions in fact the con­ 
demnation of the defendants is based. It 
is of course a complete burlesque upon jus- j 
tice, and we are prepared to hear that 
the burlesqne idea is to be carried out by 
setting aside the death sentences pro- ' 
nounced on M idhat Pasha and his friends. ! 
Though it would have surprised nobody 
acquainted with Turkish ways if these 
sentences had been carried out at once. 


The attempt to assassinate President 
Garfield has elicited from journals of all 
shades of opinion the conviction that the 
crime is one of the fruits of the spoils sys­ 
tem. Democrats and Republicans have for 
once united on this belief, and the public 
expression on the subject has been most 
emphatic and general. It has been said 
that when the spoils system has reached 
the length of rendering the lives of our 
Presidents insecure, and when any malig­ 
nant scoundrel may think himself aggrieved 
by the refusal of an application for office, 
it is time to root out the system which 
makes such outrages possible. The ques­ 
tion now is, however, whether anything 
practical is to be done in the way of carry­ 
ing into effect the general conviction. 
The President will, as appears probable 
now, recover. W ill the new civil service 
reform movement thereupon die away, or 
will it live and make progress? These 
seem to be among the most important 
questions of the hour, and whatever con­ 
siderations tend most toward keeping alive 
and active the disposition to break down 
the spoils system, are specially iu order. 
In the first place it must be realized 
that mere sentiment is of no use in the 
case. W hat is wanted ia practical work, 
and of a very definite and well-considered 
tind. The spoils system cannot be thrown 
down like the walls of Jericho, by the 
blowing of trumpets. It must be killed by 
substituting for it a better system. This 
better system, however, has not now to be 
searched for. 
There is no uncertainty 
about the right course. The path of re­ 
form lie3 straight before us, and if we 
are prepared to follow it we have only to 
step forward. 
It is merely necessary to 
recognize the obvious truth that the public 
buainess has no proper connection with 
politics, but that it stands upon the same 
general level as private business. And it 
must be understood that civil service re­ 
form is not an untried experiment. Not 
to speak of the fact that it has beeu ap­ 
plied in the English Government for 
twenty-five years with the most satisfac­ 
tory results, it has also been tested in New 
York and at Washington during the past 
three years, to the great and signal benefit 
of the public service. It is not a mere 
theory, therefore, but a proved success, and 
as such it must be treated. 
The principles upon which the new sys­ 
tem rests are simple. 
The practice of 
appointing people to office on the recom­ 
mendation of politicians is discarded ab­ 
solutely. Whoever wants a public office 
must undergo a competitive examination 
to test his fitness for it, and must then 
take his turn on the list for appointment. 
The good effects of this system were thus de­ 
scribed by the Collector of New York in 
1879 : “ As the most satisfactory evidence 
“ that the system secures good men. if not 
“ the best, is the important fact that the 
“ appointees underithave by their work and 
“ conduct during their probationary terms 
“ approved their original seleetions under 
“ the rules. These examinations, and the 
“ excellent qualifications of those admitted 
“ to the service through them, have had a 
“ marked 
incidental effect upon the 
“ persons previously in the service, and 
“ particularly upon those aspiring to pro- 
“ motion. There has been, upon the part 
“ of the latter, an increased interest in the 
“ work and a desire to extend acquaintance 
“ with it beyond the particular desk occu- 
‘ pied, ami thus the general morale of the 
“ entire service has been raised. * 
* * 
“ The service has been directly benefited 
“ by the high Qualifications and example 
“ of the persons admitted under these 
“ rules, and indirectly so by the assurance 
“ to all concerned that efficiency and 
“ character are the sole requirementsforad- 
“ mission, without regard to the merely 
“ personal or partisan wishes of those who 
“ desire to run the civil service for their 
“ own ends.” 
We could multiply indorsements of this 
kind indefinitely, for the truth is that the 
merit system, as it has been called, is so 
beneficent in its results, so rapidly and 
greatly raises the character of the public 
service, and so effectually eliminates the 
worst of the abuses of the old system, 
that it is impossible even for those heads 
of departments who have been brought up 
under the spoils plan to deny its advan­ 
tages. The spoil» system not only demor­ 
alizes the employes of the Government, 
but it deprives the people o^ a large part 
of the services of their representatives. 
General Garfield when in Congress declared 
in a speech on one occasion that fully a 
third of the time of every Congressman 
was taken up in listening to applicants for 
appointments, and in trying to secure such 
appointments. Since then he has had ex­ 
perience of the enormous pressure brought 
to bear upon the Executive through the 
same system, and it is notorious that he 
hardly could find time for the transaction 
of any public business, so beset was he by 
the swarms of office-beggars. 
The competitive system has been applied 
practically in the New York Custom 
House and Postoffice, and in some of the 
Departments at Washington. Wherever 
it has been tried it has produced marked 
and instant changes for the better. 
W hatever head of a department has tested 
it, is ready to indorse it. In fact, as M r. 
Eaton observes in his recent pamphlet on 
civil service reform, “ It is one of the 
“ peculiarities of the situation that the 
“ executive officers, from the President 
“ down, who are responsible for good ad- 
“ ministration, and who best know the 
“ abuses and the most effective reasons for 
“ removing them, arc in accord in de- 
“ manding reform and in bearing earnest 
“ testimony to the utility of the methods 
“ adopted for bringing it about, while the 
“ only denials of its need or of the 
“ utility of the new system have come 
“ from officials without responsibility for 
“ administration, whoBc patronage it would 
“ imperil, or from partisans and office­ 
" seekers whose spoils it would suppress.” 
The reform system in fact is only opposed 
by men who have no interest in good and 
honest government, or who have a direct 
interest in bad and dishonest government. 
The merit system has therefore undergone 
a sufficient test, and stands approved. 
There is is no donbt about its excellence. 
All that is necessary is to adopt it formally 
for the whole country. 
And here we come face to face with the 
greatest difficulty. That difficulty is Con­ 
gress. 
Civil Service reform has been 
fought by Congress from the first, and it 
will be so fought by Congress to the last. 
The reason is plain. Congress is controlled 
from without by machine politicians. 
Every Congressman owes his place to these 


men, and has committed himself by 
pledges, and is striving to maintain him­ 
self by hunting appointments for bis sup­ 
porters. They are in fact each and all the 
prodnct of the spoils system, and they will 
not abandon it until they are absolutely 
compelled to do so. There is nothing 
which can compel them to do so but pub­ 
lic opinion, moreover. They do not care 
for the press as long as the machine is at 
their backs. If thay can control the or­ 
ganization they will laugh at remonstrance 
and protest. They must be forced to obey 
their constituents by breaking down the 
machiae upon which they rely; by turn 
ing out their managers and henchmen ; by 
heating them at the polls whenever they 
succeed in packing conventions and steal­ 
ing a nomination ; by making them under­ 
stand that the control of the “ machine” 
is not the control of the people. 
And if we are to be protected in the 
future against such horrible illustrations 
of the spoils system as we have just had, 
this assault upon it must he urged 
forward resolutely and persistently. The 
people alone can obtain a victory over the 
spoilsmen, and even they must exert all 
their energies to secure it. 
Mere talk 
about it, mere expressions of disgust or 
regret or alarm are futile. The spoils 
system is real and tangible and full of life 
and vigor. It will not die from shame or 
sensitiveness. It must be killed. It has 
been striking its roots deeper and deeper 
for fifty years. It has been the foundation 
of a creed to two generations. It has 
warped and demoralized public opinion, 
It has dragged the honor of the nation in 
the mud. It has proceeded from defalcation 
to assassination. If we do not rise and 
strike it to the earth now, we shall never 
do it. 
WHEN THIEVES FALL OUT, ETC. 
An interesting and suggestive quarrel is 
pending just now between two of the 
pampered fcenefioiarieB of our protective 
tariff. The quarrel íb between pig iron and 
Bessemer steel. The Bessemer-steel men 
are charged with having bought too much 
English pig metal, and with having thereby 
depreciated American pig metal. The Bes­ 
semer-steel men reply that in the first 
place the pig-iron men are using foreign 
ores in their furnaces largely, and in the 
second place they say that they cannot af­ 
ford to pay several dollars a ton extra for 
their metal merely to favor home manu 
factures. This last argument is positively 
refreshing, coming from a protected indus 
try, and shows how completely circum­ 
stances alter cases. The Bessemer-steel 
men are perfectly willing that the Amer­ 
ican people shall be compelled to pay 
two prices for the privilege of using 
their wares, bat when the same princi 
pie is applied to them they at once 
repudiate 
it 
and 
protest 
against 
its 
injustice. 
No 
doubt 
it 
is 
unjust, but if it is they are the very last 
persons who have any right to complain of 
it, for they are growing rich by the 
unjust enforcement of the same monstrous 
doctrine on the American people. The 
quarrel between 
pig iron and steel 
however is literally a dispute over plunder. 
The profits which these industries arc 
deriving are bounties wrung from the 
American consumer; imposts which his 
stupidity permits a few bold manufact­ 
urers to fasten upon his broad back, and 
which are in the most literal sense con­ 
fiscations of his property. The steel men 
and 
the pig iron men 
are 
both 
trying to 
practice 
free 
trade 
in 
order to get advantage of one another, but 
at the same time both are being “ pro- 
“ tected” against foreign competition. 
That is to say that they are being enabled 
to levy a constant toll on the American 
public, not for the better development of 
native industries, but in order that they 
may buy English ore and metal and sell it 
at “ protected ” prices to the poor dupes 
who agree to the rcbbery called the tariff. 
REFORM IN RUSSIA. 
A recent case serves to show why it is 
that Russia is drifting so rapidly toward 
revolution. The Government a few months 
ago commissioned one Paul Birwauski, 
a Btate attorney, to make a special investi­ 
gation of alleged judicial and adminis­ 
trative abuses in Orenburg. He made his 
investigation in the most conscientious 
manner, and his report, which was pub­ 
lished in a Russian paper and subsequently 
translated by the London Telegraph., was 
an astounding narrative of corruption, 
brutality, crime and injustice. The Com­ 
missioner found that there was scarcely the 
semblance of Government in Orenburg. 
Men had been imprisoned, and even tor­ 
tured, for years after they had been ac­ 
quitted in open Conrt. Women had been 
put to torture for pleading for their hus­ 
bands’ lives. The state prisons were hor­ 
rible places ; falling to pieces, fonl, filled 
with unspeakable filth. 
He discovered 
that it was no uncommon thing for batches 
of prisoners to be flogged meroly for the 
amusement of the guards or the governor 
of the jail. In one jail he discovered that 
the governor, an exceptionally brutal fel­ 
low, had not long before had the whole of 
the inmates turned out, and beaten until 
they were half dead, for no cause what­ 
ever. This ruffian had once before been 
degraded and dismissed from the public 
service for corruption, but the Rus­ 
sian spoils system had quickly rein­ 
stated him. The Commissioner found the 
patients in the hospitals stretched upon 
bare boards, and often side by side with 
corpses. In short, as he says in his report, 
“ It was revealed to me how our judges 
“ trample the laws under foot; how cyn- 
"ical and wanton is the barbarism of onr 
“ police; how savagely brute force is 
“ brought to bear upon the weak and 
“ friendless.” Certainly this is encour­ 
aging frankness for a Russian official to dis­ 
play, but no one ought to be surprised at 
the result of it. The outspoken and hu­ 
mane Commissioner encountered the most 
furious resistance on all sides. The bench, 
the bureaus, the military headquarters, 
united in opposing and harassing him. 
The outcome was that the Government 
which had given him the commission dis­ 
missed him in disgrace under the thin 
pretense that he was in sympathy with the 
Nihilists, while the Russian jonrnal which 
had published his report was suspended 
indefinitely. This is why Russia is about 
to shoot Niagara, and why it is qnite hope­ 
less to look for any reform in her govern­ 
mental system. The Czar is powerless, 
and all below him and above the masses is 
corruption. But the people know what is 
being done at such places as Orenburg, and 
when the outbreak comes the officials 
and the nobles will surely be remembered 
vengefully (for .their responsibility in the 
premises. 


THE END OF THE ALBANY STRUGGLE. 
At last the long contest at Albany is 
ended. Yesterday the Republican mem­ 
bers held a conference, the Conklingites 
deferred to the decision of the majority, 
and on the reassembling of the joint Con­ 
vention every Republican vote was cast for 
Lapham, who was thereupon declared 
elected. So ends the desperate and per­ 
sistent effort of Roscoe Conkling to force 
himself upon the State of New Y’ork in 
defiance of public opinion. 
The recent 
announcements of his intention never to 
surrender indicate that the action of his 
late supporters was taken in opposition 
to him. 
He was perfectly willing that 
they should sacrifice all their political 
prospects tp his overweening self-conceit ; 
that they should separate themselves from 
their party, and incur the opprobrium of 
treason ; that they should help the Demo­ 
crats to elect Senators ; that they should 
break down their organization. 
Like 
Artemus W ard, he was prepared to offer 
up all his wife’s male connections on the 
altar of his country ; which in his case 
means his personal vanity. But though his 
friends have stood by him with an amazing 
loyalty, and though they have shown their 
willingness to imperil their own fortunes 
for him, there is a limit to this kind of 
magnanimity. They saw that they were 
marching straight to ruin ; that the 
recovery of President Garfield, now almost 
assured, would put an end to all their pros­ 
pects ; that they could by no possibility 
re-elect Conkliug ; and that, in fact, all 
they could do in the last resort would be 
to go over to the Democrats. 
The programme became daily more dis­ 
couraging, and letters poured in from their 
constituents remonstrating, denouncing, 
exclaiming against their obstinacy. Last 
week it was evident that the end was ap­ 
proaching, when Speaker Sbarpe, who had 
been the most staunch and active supporter 
of Conkling, left him and voted for the 
regular Republican nominees. For a time 
the “ stalwarts ” tried to ease themselves 
down by demanding a caucus and pretend- 
that the nominations of Miller and Lapham 
had not been regularly made, but they had 
no ground to stand on, and at last they 
found it necessary to abandon their false 
position, or make up their minds to leave 
the Republican party. They could not af­ 
fect to remain loyal members of that or­ 
ganization while they were supporting a 
man who was notoriously obnoxious to the 
party, and they could not make anyone 
believe that they were the party. So they 
have, after all their brag and bluster, been 
obliged to give up the contest, and the suc­ 
cessors of Conkling and Platt are at length 
elected. 
Mr. Conkling’s caprice and conceit have 
not only cost him dear in thi3 struggle, but 
they have cost the State of New York 
dear. Fifty thousand dollars wiil prob­ 
ably not cover tho expense of the pro­ 
tracted legislative session ; protracted for 
no other cause than his stubborn refusal 
to recognize the facts of the situation. 
There has of late been some talk of his 
political programme for the future. The 
presumption, however, is that his political 
career is closed. The exhibition he has 
made of himself through this contest, and 
particularly his coutse since the attempt 
upon the life of the President, has dis­ 
gusted even his own former admirers. So 
utter and conspicuous a lack of magna­ 
nimity a3 was shown in his first public 
utterance after the assassination ha3 sel­ 
dom been witneesed. It was painfully 
apparent that he could not even affect a 
generous spirit toward a fallen opponent. 
He hated General Garfield alive, and he 
was prepared to hate him dead : and he 
had not even the modesty to conceal his 
exultation at the prospect of Arthur's ac­ 
cession to the Presidency, though he knew 
that in such an event he himself would be 
the new President’s chief adviser and right 
hand. 
He resigned without the remotest justi­ 
fication, and he decided upon renewing 
his candidacy with as little warrant. 
When it became apparent that he could 
not be re-elected he still refused to with­ 
draw. Cbauncey Depcw, after obtaining 
more than half the Republican vote, 
generously sacrificed his own ambition to 
the good of the party, and retired. But 
Conkling, though he never had one-third 
of the votes of his party, held on to the 
fight with blind stubbornness, indifferent 
to the injury he was inflicting upon the 
party and the expense he was entailing 
upon tho State, and conscious only of his 
own selfish desires. No man in public life 
has ever shown so intense and consuming 
a selfishness as Conkling, in fact. His 
whole career has displayed him in the 
light of a man wholly wrapped up in 
visions of his own greatness, and strong in 
the belief that he was indispensable to the 
Republican party. Unless he could have 
everything he asked for—and he usually 
asked 
for 
everything in 
sight--he 
was 
always 
ready 
to sulk. 
He 
only 
came forward 
to help Gar­ 
field when he saw that Garfield would 
be elected without his help. When he 
found that he was not to be allowed to 
control every office in New Y'ork, he 
instantly made war upon the Administra­ 
tion, and he was prepared to carry that 
war to all lengths. He refused to with­ 
draw when success was seen to be hope­ 
less, and now ho has been thrown over­ 
board. If he thinks this a more satisfactory 
and dignified mode of exit than a volun­ 
tary surrender, nobody will dispute the 
point with him. But he and his machine 
have beeu overthrown and broken down, 
and New Y'ork has the satisfaction of 
knowing that neither of her -Senators are 
enemies to the Administration. 
It is a 
victory over the “ machine” and the 
“ Bosses,” and every friend of political 
reform must rejoice in it. 
SUGGESTIONS OF THE HEATED TERM 
The world is suffering from an unusually 
hot season. It íb not only' in the eastern 
States of the Union that the temperature 
is remarkably high, bnt throughout 
Europe. In France, England, Germany, 
Spain and Italy, the same complaints of 
the excessive heat are heard. Everywhere 
the people are suffering. The great popu­ 
lations of London and Paris Are apprehend­ 
ing an insufficiency of water. The crops 
are being destroyed in many places. Sun­ 
strokes are occurring where they were 
never heard of before. In view of these 
peculiar manifestations of abnormal heat 
it is difficult to avoid the reflection that 
though we are accustomed to look upon 
the order of Nature as permanent, and the 
succession of organic life as assured, it 
would require but a relatively insig­ 


nificant increase of temperature over the 
earth’s surface to destroy every living 
thing. The range of temperature within 
which organic life can be maintained is 
indeed exceedingly short. 
As a recent 
writer observes : “ If a line one hundred 
“ feet long be taken to represent the total 
" range of temperature in the solar system, 
“ a length of a little more than one inch 
“ will represent the utmost limits of the 
“ range 6f temperature at which organic 
“ life, such as now exists on the earth, 
“ can possibly maintain its existence.” If 
the temperature should rise above 100' 
Fahrenheit, or fall below 32°, and remain 
at these figures for any length of time, the 
human race would be quite as effectually 
extinguished as by an universal deluge or 
conflagration. And the changes necessary 
to produce such alterations of temperature 
are by no means out of the question. An 
alteration in the relations of the earth and 
sun so trivial as to be scarcely perceptible 
might produce the destruction of organic 
life upon this planet, nor can it be asserted 
that such changes are too remote to be jnst 
grounds for apprehension. We know' very 
well that what appear to be accidents do 
frequently happen to stars, and there is no 
such inflexibility of arrangements in our 
system as to take it from the category of 
bodies liable to eccentric and violent dis­ 
turbances. So it is always in order for 
the timid and the imaginative to amuse 
themselves by conjecturing what would 
happen if the temperature should rise fifty 
degrees or so, and remain there. 
FRANCS AND ITALY. 
The indications are that there will be 
war between France and Italy in a short 
time. The symptoms in this case are not 
those which occur in quarrels between 
dynasties. 
This is a far more threatening 
and intractable situation, for it is really a 
quarrel between peoples. It is perhaps 
unnecessary to trace back the misunder­ 
standing to its source, though if this 
were done it would probably appear that 
the first aggressive and insulting actions 
were committed by the French. The truth 
is that the French have a peculiar tendency 
towards this kind of challenge. As a peo- 
p’e they are inordinately conceited and 
vain. 
This is shown in their wonderful 
complacent ignorance of all countries 
but their own. 
It takes French con­ 
ceit to reach the hight of the as­ 
sumption that there is really nothing 
in the world worth knowing outside of 
France, but there can be no question that 
just this preposterous belief ¡3 seriously 
held by millions of Frenchmen. It is of 
course an evidence of barbarism, and not 
of civilization. The French entertain this 
belief in common with the Chinese, and 
with sundry Central African tribes. 
It 
was owing to this national vanity’ that in 
1870 the French army was found to be to­ 
tally unsupplied with French maps. They 
had plenty of German maps, but they had 
not provided any of their own country 
because they expected to march to the 
Rhine in a couple of weeks. Now the 
French people prefaced the German war by 
precisely the same kind of manifestations 
as have lately been made against the Ital­ 
ians. The French people, that is to say, 
expressed their animosity towards the Ger­ 
man people long before the respective Gov­ 
ernments declared war. The Marseilles 
riots resemble with ominous exactness the 
preliminaries of the war with Germany. 
It is noticeable, too, that the present 
French contempt for Italian military prow­ 
ess is a very close copy of the French con­ 
tempt for German prowess shown years 
ago. And though presumably' the present 
French army is stronger than the Italian 
army, the superiority of the Gallic forces 
is by no means absolutely certain. Italy 
has an army of 450,000 men, with reserves 
of equal strength, and beyond question 
she has the most powerful ironclad fleet in 
the world. She can put 350,000 men in 
the field in two months, and can double 
that force in four months. It has never 
been pretended that Italian soldiers were 
not as brave as French ones, and seeing that 
all modern armies are almost equally well 
armed, there is really no just ground for 
the French assumption of military superi­ 
ority. In any case it is apparent that 
Italy is quite strong enough to insist upon 
being treated civilly, and that she is also 
strong enough to go to war with France in 
the last resort, without apprehending the 
fate which befell her at the close of the 
last century. France ia growing restless and 
arrogant again, however, and it is apparent 
that she will not bo restrained much longer 
from engaging in war. The presumption, 
and by no means a strqiaed one, is that she 
lias already made up her mind to humble 
Italy, and it is now suspected that the 
Tunis expedition was directed more to this 
end than to the extension of French influ­ 
ence in Africa. As the attacks upon Italy 
and Italians have been wanton and brutal 
and bullying, and as there is an unavoidable 
suspicion that France would have taken 
very good care not to insult in this way a 
people she thought her equal in strength, 
the world would not be sorry if it should 
prove that she had made another mistake 
in this case, and had in fact caught a 
Tartar. 
MORE IGNORANCE. 
The Call objects to being charged with 
ignorance concerning the debris question, 
yet in its latest remarks on that subject it 
gives new proof of the truth of our strict­ 
ures. In a former aiticle it said : “ There 
“ bambeen at no time an attempt made to 
“ evade the force of the assertion that if 
“ the coarse debris from the mines is im- 
“ pounded, the fine sand and sediment will 
“ run past the dams and lodge in the waters 
" of the bay below. 
Unless it can be 
“ shown that this fine debris will pass out 
“ into the Pacific Ocean, the brush dam 
“ project has no claim to consideration.” 
This remarkable statement our contem­ 
porary now repeats, as though it thought 
it quite clever, and upon this remarkable 
statement it takes its stand. We did 
not answer it before, because we thought 
it hardly worth while to disccss the ques­ 
tion with a jonrnal which set ont by show­ 
ing that it had not the remotest comprehen­ 
sion of the problem involved. As, how­ 
ever, the Call evidently thinks that its 
observations mean something, wc will en­ 
lighten it a little. The engineering plans 
embraced not only a series of dams in the 
upper channels of the rivers, bat such 
treatment of the lower channels, by cut­ 
offs, levees, etc., as should increase the 
velocity of the current, and thus give to 
the rivers a much larger carrying 
capacity. The methods to have been 
applied were intended, first to im­ 
pound the heavier and coarser de. 


bria in the upper channels; second, 
so to increase the velocity of the current 
that it would be enabled to carry all the 
lighter detritos, not only down to the bay 
of San Francisco, but out to sea. Every 
student of hydraulics knows of course 
that the rivers could not be cleared of all 
the matter held in solution. Even had 
there never been any hydraulic mining the 
streams which flow through cultivated 
lands would always have carried more or 
less earthy matter in their currents, and 
this wonld take its own natural course. 
But if the engineering plans had been car­ 
ried out there is no room to doubt the con­ 
sequent capacity of the rivers to carry all 
the debris passing the dams, safely beyond 
the possibility of serious iDjury to the 
harbor of San Francisco. All this the Call 
ought to have known. All this it could 
have learned by study of the reports of 
the engineers. 
And therefore we were 
completely justified in charging it with 
ignorance when it cumbered the discussion 
with statements whose crudity and irrel­ 
evance under the circumstances are not 
excusable.

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Judge Rix, of San Francisco, has de­ 
cided that no one can insist upon being 
allowed to retain a reserved seat in a thea­ 
ter, when he has not paid for the reserva­ 
tion. He holds that the proprietor of a 
theater has a perfect right to fix his own 
prices. W e are very much afraid that 
Judge Rix is tainted with monopoly her­ 
esies. If he had read the opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court in the Ele­ 
vator cases he would have known that a 
theater is an establishment into which a 
public use enters, and that therefore its 
proprietor loses the right to fix his own 
prices, and is liable to be regulated by law. 
Of course if the law fails to regulate thea­ 
ters the proprietors of them can do as 
they please. But under the rulings of the 
Supreme Court they can only fix their 
own prices on sufferance, and it is com­ 
petent to the Legislature to regulate them 
at any time. Judge Rix appears to he be­ 
hind the age in this matter. He ought to 
know that according to the Supreme Court 
there is no longer any euch thing as pri­ 
vate property, unless (which is scarcely 
possible) it can be shown that no public 
use whatever enters into it. 
A WONDZRtUL ALLIANCE. 
The announcement of the marriage of 
Lord Colin Campbell to Gertrude Blood, 
daughter of Victoria Woodhull, under the 
auspices of the Princess Louise and the 
Duke of Argyll, is certainly calculated to 
astonish the American public. There is no 
more notorious woman in the world to-day 
than the mother of this bride, and her 
notoriety is certainly not of the kind to 
recommend her to alliance with the Eng­ 
lish (or Scotch) aristocracy. A story by 
Mr. Mallock has just been printed, en­ 
titled “ A Romance of the Nineteenth 
“ Century,” and in it the author draws 
pictures of the English nobility, which 
those unacquainted with them are disposed 
to regard as malicious caricatures. But 
unless some such moral aberration as Mr. 
M Uoek implies the prevalence of has 
really fallen upon the circle referred to, it 
is difficult to understand how such a 
match as this could have been made. No 
doubt it is cruel and unju3t to visit the 
sins of the parent upon the child ; but 
such has been the code of the world for 
centuries, and that code ha9 never been 
more rigidly observed than among the peo­ 
ple into whose exclusive circles Victoria 
Woodhull’s daughter has now been ad­ 
mitted. It is beyond all question a most 
extraordinary and inexplicable event.

Had the wind 
continued from the north the adjacent blocks, 
composed of wooden structures, and as dry 
as tinder, would have ignited and made a 
clean sweep up the canyon. Our much

formed, and did efficient service in staying 
the devouring element. Had the hand-en- 
gine been in working order the two blocks on 
the west side of the street could have been 
saved.

The 
fire íb supposed to be the wotk of an incen­ 
diary. One report ssys it wss discovered 
simultaneously in two different places on 
either side of the blacksmith shop.

The Chairman stated that he could sec no 
way now in whieh the Board could act in the 
m atter, as M r. Boyd, whether the action 
be right or wrong, had been elected, aud had 
qualified by filing his bond, which had been 
accepted. 
Mr. Bailey thought the fact th at Mr. 
Boyd, when Overseer of the former district, 
refused or failed for ever a year to settle his 
accounts, and which was finally settled in r 
way which the • Board knew all about, was 
Butlicient upon which to cow declare the 
offioa vacant and proceed to another elecjion. 
The Chair stated th at whatever difficulties 
there were about his previous accounts they 
were m atters which recurred prior to his 
present election, and therefore could not af­ 
fect his present title.

IMPORTANT PivOCPEDIKG 


Attorney-General 
H art yesterday filed 
with the Supreme Court a petition for a writ 
of certiorari, directed to the Board of Super­ 
visors of Sacramento county. 
Tne petition 
sets forth th at the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion fixed and assessed the values, for pur­ 
poses of taxation, of the road-beds, road­ 
ways, rails and rolling-stock of railroads 
lying in more than one county of the State. 
T hat certain of these roads are, in part, in 
Sacramento county. 
T hat the Board of Su­ 
pervisors, acting as the Board of Equaliza­ 
tion of Sacramento county, exceeding its 
powers and jurisdiction, on petition of such 
railroad companies, and under color of equal­ 
izing assessments, proceeded to and did re­ 
duce the assessment values so fixed by the 
State Board. 
The petition asks that such 
order and decree of the County 15 ard be set 
aside. 
The Attorney-General holds th at the 
power to fix ths assessment values of that 
kind 
of 
property 
is 
vested 
in 
the 
State Board exclusively by the Constitution. 
The State Board assesses the property de­ 
scribed, and apportions it to the various 
counties entitled to have the tame upon 
the a-sessment rolls. 
I t is then placed on 
the roll, which when completed goes to the 
local Board for equalization, and iu the exer 
ciBe of th at power several Boards have heard 
the petitions or railroad companies and re­ 
duced the assessments referred to. 
In the 
case of Wells, Fargo & Co. the Supreme 
Court construed the Constitution to distri­ 
bute or divide the powers of equalization, to 
the extent that the State Board may raise or 
lower the entire assessment roll of tbs County, 
but cannot increase or reduce any assessment 
therein, th at power being vested in the 
County Boards of Equalization. 
I t is un­ 
derstood that the present caso is iu the faeo 
of the W ells-Fargo case, and th at it is in 
fact asking the Supreme Court to reverse its 
decision in that case.

THREE VISITS. 


Visir TO A CHINESE COLONY, AND A CON­ 
VENT—FIRE PA T R C L H O U SE. 


Becoming si Nun—How Chinese Live— 
Lisa or a Fire Patrolm an in 
Baa Francisco. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , July 22, 1881. 
W e w ent to a queer place th e other 
night, four of u b, and our guide was th e 
C hinese house-servant iiv.ng next door. I t 
* w as a dark night and it was an odd ad­ 
venture. 
W e had sallied ou t to m ake a 


v í e í í to th e Chinese colony a t the Mission 
W oolen M ills. 
W hen we had reached 
th e corner of Seventeenth and some other 
street, which was a t any rate very far 
from the bay, we came upon an old w are­ 
house, which loomed up in th e dark like a 
sm all fort. 
Vessels used to haul up by it, 
for th e w ater, ouce upon a tim e, cam e to 
its very feet, and from th a t spot on to 
w here the eait w ater now washes up to the 
lan d is all m ade ground. 
T hat is ju st the 
w ay here ; th e w ater is continually being 
pushed back and pushed back to m ake 
w ay for mora land, and when an earth­ 
quake comes how th a t m ade ground does 
quiver ! 
Suopose the bottom of it should 
fall o u t some tim e. 
Oh ! w here would all 
th e folks and house3 go to ? 
There is 
pNK or.EAT SWAMP 
O ut M ission way, you know, and several 
lesser ones, and into these large Bewers 
have em ptied open m outhed, and miasma 
and m esquitoes have risen year after year, 
h u t in spite of all, th e people out there 
have thriven and grown fat, and land has 
increased in value, and th e epot, because 
i t is th e enlv belt of w arm th in th e city, 
is called th e little Ita ly of San Francisco. 
B u t the swam ps are being tided, and the 
sew ers rapidly regulated, ahd if it is Italy 
now , w hen these are done it will be Naples 
itself. 
Besides there is a tannery, and 
w hile you can’t exactly look upon it as an 
uncorked bottle of Lubin, slid th ey do 
say tanneries are healthy. 
Of course, in 
th e nature of things people ought to die of 
sew er gas and swamps, but by accident 
w e moved into a house once th a t had no 
tra p s in th e pipes, and on inquiring back for 
a good m any years not a death had occurred 
in th a t house. 
I remember for about three 
m iles we rode in th e cars through a swampy 
suburb of Chicago—houses everyw here ; 
and I saw stagnant w ater on either tide 
th e very streets of Portland, further north 
th an this, and y et people live there and 
seem to die no faster th an in other regions. 
W ell, as I was saying, we reached th e end 
of hrm ground a t th e old warehouse, cor­ 
n e r of Seventeenth, then we turned, b u t to 
w hich point of th e compass I could not 
guess in so m uch of dark, b ut we finally 
tro d a path laid w ith old oil cine, then 
clim bed a fence, walked a plank, hugged 
another fence, in preference to treading 
w a ter th a t gurgled somewhere, and by and 
by w ent up sun-.e step?. 
Then th e dogs 
broke loose, yelping and creeping about 
everyw here, one dog to every Chinam an 
th a t clustered about us. 
A great chatter­ 
ing arose; rem arks were freely made. 
I 
am sfrcid th ey indulged in criticism in 
ou r very presence. 
N ow and then a single 
exclam ation like an explosion m ade itself 
listened to above th e rest, and then the 
voices merged as the noise of our firecrack­ 
ers ia lost in tho rattle of th e v.hole bunch. 
W e 


COULD NOT DODOE TH K DOGS, 
Yellow ones, black ones, w hite ones, spot­ 
te d ones, each one barking his prettiest, but 
th e bools and curses of th eir owners kept 
them ju st out of reach of us, while we re­ 
sinned ourselves to be nabbed any miuute. 
W e w re ushered up a pair of rickety stairs 
w ith o u t any railing, and out upon a long, 
narrow balcony on which th e doors and 
windows of sleeping apartm ents opened. 
U p the sides of th e little rooms were bunks, 
som e containing occupants, some em pty, 
w hile Chinam en ta t 011 siools everywhere, 
talking, laughing, smoking, and a strong 
Chinese odor stole from every door, 
i t 
w as more deadly and sickening than the 
tan n ery w hich then was smelling from alar 
off. 
I t m ay as well be told th a t we had 
come to take cheerful fareweil, if wecould, 
of a China boy who had become insane 
w hile 
ia 
th e 
service of 
one of 
the 
ladies, 
and 
she 
had brought 
him a 
pium -cake to eat on his way back to China. 
W e w ent in one of the rooms, and th e men 
sa t about sm oking w ith their little round 
h ats on. 
A porcelain kettle in a wicker- 
basket stood, on th e tabic, and one and 
another came to gaze curiously, took a lit­ 
tle drink of tea, and retired. 
O thers came 
from the outside, leaned their elbows on 
th e window sill, and gazed in th eir turn, 
th en retired, giving place to others again. 
T he women received no attentions w hat­ 
ever. 
Tea and a cigar were offered our 
m asculine a tte n d a n t; b u t nobody said tea 
to u s . 
Some m erry fellow a few doors off, 
w ith a j g in his elbow, wa3 tum n.ing away 
on a fiddle a iunny little strain of tw o bar», 
then pause and repeat the tw o bars ad. lib. 
‘•H e very 
h a p p y ; 
m ake p litty 
good 
moosic,” rem aiked one, very devoted to 
u s and t ; e teapot, evidently priding him ­ 
self ou his English. 
T he poor fellow who 
had lost his m ind was tu ck in melancholy. 
H ccaraeand stood before us— the picture of 
despair—the tears stream ing over his face, 
ju s t as if he had been white. 
H e Eaid he 
was “ Inny,” and confessed th a t th e devil 
had him. H o rem arked th a t ho tried to be 
good, but 


TH E DEVIL HAD H IM . 
I felt like saying, 
“ W hy, poor Sing, 
th a t’s seme tim es th e w ay v ith all of us.” 
A s we left, a jibbering again aroEe. 
Each 
dog sprang from his hiding-place, and 
snarled and yelped 
again a t us. 
Sud­ 
denly a voice, attuned m th e tw anging 
Chinese treble, shot over our shoulders 
into th e m idst of 
the barking pack. 
" -------- 
you,” it said in the very 
plainest of English. 
The dogs departed 
rig h t and left, and so did we very hastily, 
v h ile the m erry fellow k ept jigging his 
elbow behind ug, and we said to each other 
th e smell w as ro bad it tasted in onr m ouths 
lik e copper. 
One day afterw ard I was told 
th a t if I wanted one m oment made up of 
th rill I m ust go to the Underw riters’ 


VIRE PATROL, 
Down E eker street, the little thoroughfare 
■which cuts the G rand H otel in two. 
The 
establishm ent is kept up by the insurance 
men, and th e employes hold them selves in 
readiness a t any hour of th e night or day 
to rush to a fire, no m atter how large or 
how email it may be, and to keep in prac­ 
tice evt-rj thing leaps into ranning order at 
precisely 12 o ’clock every day, th e signal 
com ing by electricity. 
T h at one signal 
has a dozen duties to perform. 
I t turns a 
little sw itch w hich strikes 
the horses 
sm a rtly on th e flanks; it rings a bell to 
w ake tho firemen ; it registers the box 
from which th e alarm of fire is given ; it 
o;>ena a tra p door for the men to spring 
through ; it turns up the gas to full force, 
• and some say it takes the men by the ears 
¡.and lifts them out of bed. 
A s to the 
'Borges, they have become so accustomed to 
stheir duty that they hear the little click 
of the electricity along the wire and spring 
before the switch has a chance to str'ke. 
•, They are splendid-looking animals— “ Jer- 
r_ T,” "Tiger” and “ K ate,” the latter, hav- 
in g aeen three years of this hard service, 
be tog considered as old and on the road to 
p el'maneat retirement. 
The wagons stand 
.eitl ter side of the room, the stalls between 
and back, and chairs for visitors in front. 
It w as scarcely a minute till twelve, and 
then» was no sign of preparation, though I 
fancied the horses watched the clock. The 
men lounged about, talking and laughmg 
quietly, and everything wore its usuai air 
of stillness and order. 
All but me, and I

those horses, fire seemeu to shoot from 
their eyes and th eir nostrils spread, and 
w ith one rear and bound, w hich showed me 
th e under side of every hoof, they were in 
place, harnessed, buckled and all, and the 
driver was in his seat w ith the reins in his 
hands.

The 
men go to bed and sink to sleep as sw eetly 
as von or I, w ith no care or responsibility 
on th eir minds, b u t let th e little bell ring, 
and sometimes, w ithout 
waking, they 
jum p to the floor, p u t on the combination 
of boots and pants, go through the trip , 
whiz down tbe plank, fastening the buckles 
.to th eir pants as th ey go, and never wake 
till th ey strike th e cushion below.

seems impossible, doesn’t it? 
B ut they go 
to every fire throughout th e year, and 
habit can get the b etter even of sleep. 
One day I had notice th at an acquaintance 
was to join th e Sisters of M ercy.

w ent to the C onvent on Rincon H ill to 
witness 
TH E CEREMONY. 
The convent itself seemed like a dark, 
dam p dungeon, bu t the garden w ithin its 
enclosed walls beautifully green and neat. 
I passed through a dark and lofty ball, and 
up some stone steps, then through a garden 
w alk and entered th e side door of the 
chapel. 
T here wa3 a dainty and pure

w ith candle ; then another nun, and an­ 
other, and another, and another, and like 
a procession of buried women risen in 
ghost form, they pissed silently about the 
little enclosure and took place w ithout a 
sound. 
T hey came to me like a cold wind, 
unearthly in its chill, and a shiver passed 
throngh my h?nds, w hile I felt a fever in 
m y cheeks. 
Oh ! how could they m ake a 
choice th a t should render them even in ap­ 
pearance unlike the world God has placed 
them on ? 
A nd among them w alked the 
four novices, young, w ith fresh cheeks and 
lips, and an air of health. They wore close- 
habited bonnets, and their hair was cornbed 
back, exposing th e tem ples in th eir bluish 
delicacy.

T r e a d in g W a t e r .— W hile no instruc­ 
tion is required to tread water, it would be 
a good plan to become accustomed to keep­ 
ing the body afloat in this way, in order to 
overcome the feeling of terror which people 
who cannot swim experience on 
being 
thrown into the water by an accident. 
A 
tank with water of sufficient depth would 
answer for practice. The swimming schools 
would do well to afford facilities for tread­ 
ing water to persons who do not desire to 
take a course of swimming lessons. 
A few 
experiments would be sufficient to give 
them the sense of ability to take care of 
themselves in deep water, which is a ll that 
is necessary for safety. 
The position of 
the person who treads water is easier and 
safer than the sprawling attitude assumed 
in swimming. 
The difference between the 
two acts is that to swim is to propel the 
body through the water by vigorous move­ 
ments, white to tread water is merely to 
support it by gentle movements iu au up­ 
right position so as to keep the head in the 
air, 


The principal 
objection to shopping

I t is alw ays advisable to ex­ 
amine carefully the pieco of goods under 
consideration before deciding upou it, for 
there are som etim es defects, or effects, 
which are to tally overlooked a t the first 
selection. 
F or 
exam ple, a sam ple of 
goods 
will appear to 
be 
very 
satis­ 
factory, 
th8 
p attern 
w ill 
be 
effect­ 
ive, 
the 
odors 
rich, 
and 
the 
tex­ 
tu re firm ; a careful exam ination, bow 
over, m ay reveal th e fact th a t there is 
some defect in th e w arp w hich is not ap­ 
parent a t firs t; as a sample is out, the scis­ 
sors sometime" siipaud make a break through 
several thicknesses of tho goods w ithout 
the fact being know n. As a natural conse­ 
quence, when a dress p attern is cu t from 
this particular goods, there is likely to be 
a clear cut through ih ec en te ro f a breadth, 
i o r several threads will be draw n into puck­ 
: er, th u s interfering w ith th e beauty of 
i th e m aterial, spoiling a yard or more of 
| th e goods, and try in g the tem per of the 
; buyer. 
Again, in purchasing ginghams, 
j lawns or organdies, or, lor th a t m atter, 
! any m aterial which will require laundry - 
iDg, it is alw ays advisable to test the 
color 
by 
w ashing 
a 
sample. 
I t is 
rath er 
late 
iu 
th e day to discover 
th a t th e m aterial 
is 
no t dyed 
w ith 


FAST COLORS 
A fter the costum e is made, as th en the ex­ 
perience is ap t to be discouraging ; tiiedel- 
icatcly-tinied flowers and spray s are ap t to 
disappear on th e application of soap and 
w ater, and all th a t will rem ain of its pris­ 
tine daintiness and w ealth of coloring will 
be a faded mass of m uslin or organdie, 
which will not be fit for any other use tl.au 
the rag-bag. 
A trial of this kind is likely 
to teach a lesson to th e shopper; no m atter 
how unhesitatingly the seller m ay w arrant 
th e colors to be fast, regardless of th e pro­ 
testations w hich are so freely m ade th a t 
th e m aterial is perfect in every respect, 
place not your faith iu the goods thus 
recommended until you have made assur­ 
ance doubly sure by m aking the necessary 
testa and discovering, in tim e, th e •value of 
the article. 
I t is n o t very m uch trouble 
to devote a little thought to this m atter, 
and it would save any am ount of disap­ 
pointm ent afterw ard if people would take 
this precaution in advance. 
Iu buying a 
dress it is alw ays beBt to get a good quality 
in the beginning, as cheap, unserviceable 
m aterials wear quickly and are soon th read ­ 
bare and unsightly. 
Flim sy m aterials are 
alw ays poor investm ents, th e threads give 
in places, th e m aterial itself pulls and 
frays a t the seams, and is, therefore, u t­ 
terly worthless.

E xecutive Mansion, W ashington, July 
2ÍM—5:10 p. M.—The President has had a 
comfortable day, without any reappearance 
of fever es yet, ar.d is now resting quietly. 
Ilis pulse has ranged from 90 to 94, and his 
temperature and respiration have been 
normal.

W ashington, .July 221.—The following 
telegram was sect to-night by the attending 
surgeons to the consulting surgeons : 
Executive Mansion, Washington, July 22d. 
The President slept well last night, and was easy 
daring the day. At the morning dressing the 
wound, which is looking very well, discharged s.v- 
erai ounces of patches of pus. A little soiid frag­ 
ment that floated out with the discharge proved to 
consist of a thin scale of bone, about an eighth of 
an inch in length, wita a morsel of sloughing, 
fibrous tissue, and a number of adhering fibers of 
cotton and wool. He continues to take and digest 
a reasonable quantity of nourishment. The evening 
hy|»odermie injection o£ sulphate of morphia, one- 
eighth of a grain, and that of quinia, three grains 
* brice daily, has also been continued.

Executive Mansion, W ashington, July 
22d—11:30 V. M.—The President's afternoon 
fever did not abate as early to-night as here­ 
tofore. There was a slight rise in his pulse 
ar.d temperature betw en 9 and 10. These 
symptoms, however, did not long continue, 
and at this hour his fever is subsiding. The 
patient’s skin is moist and he is sleeping qui­ 
etly.

Similar letters were received from other parts 
of the South and West. Fifty immigrants 
were sent to Kansas City this morning, to 
work in Missouri, and fifty more are ex­ 
pected to leave to-day to work on the Texas 
Pacific Railway, where they are to have 
§1 50 a day for two months, then to receive 
wages in land. Oat of iheir first installment of 
wages, eight dollars and fifty cents is to be 
deducted for the expenso of transporting 
them to Texas. The Superintendent of the 
Labor Bureau says he has stopped answering 
letters asking for labor, as it is impossible to 
fill all the orders. There are applications on 
file now for more than 500 house servants, 
and for any amount of female factory hands, 
to go South, where it is said that hands caí. 
inike from $2 to 88 per week in the factories. 
Mormon Missionaries in Pennsylvania. 
W ashington, July 22i.—A correspondent 
of the Times from Hyde Park, Pa., says: 
Not content with the wholesale importation 
of Scandinavian proselytes, the Mormons are 
working vigorously along the mining regions 
for converts to the alleged religion or Joseph 
Smith. Their efforts are principally directed 
to the proselyting of the Welshmen. Thei- 
progress, however, is exceedingly slow of 
late, although about a decade ago they man­ 
aged to gather up about 200 converts to the 
Mormon dominion in this valley. Two intel­ 
ligent missionaries are now in this place, and 
we have among us a branch church, of which 
Elder Esdras Howell is head. This section is 
to Borne extent considered saved in U tab, as 
some of the Apostles labored years ago in 
Susquehanna county, only a few miles dis­ 
tant, where Joseph Smith fl urished for a 
time, and where Orson Pratt figured in 1838. 
A Colorado Justice Hanged by the Vigi­ 
lantes, 
Antonito (Col.), Ju!y22d.—This place has 
been infested for several months with gangs 
who have “ held up” and robbed all strangers 
coming into town. The gang has to-night 
been broken up by the hanging of the princi­ 
pal, George U. O’Connor, who,in his capacity 
of Justice of the Peace, shielded them and 
had citizens arrested and fined without the 
least lawful provocation. 
Last evening 
O’Connor came from Alamosa. 
He fell 
aslrcp, and because the brakeman awoke him 
at his destination had the brakeman arreBted. 
He then went to the Raymond House and 
covered the proprietor with two shooters, 
after which showing he went home. This 
evening the feeling reached its limit, when 
O’Connor rode through town on horseback 
with a Winchester rifle ar.d two revolvers, 
threatening everybody. The Vigilance Com­ 
mittee caught him in his saloon and hanged 
him in an old slaughter-house. 
Two Brollicr's Hanged For (lie Murder of 
Their Father. 
St. Louis, July 22.1.—A Post-Dispatch 
Marysville, Mo., special says : Aloert P. and 
Charles E. Talbot, convicted of murdering 
their father, Dr. Perry Talbot, on the 18tn 
of September last, and respited once, were 
hinged this afternoon m the presence of 10,­ 
000 people. Up to a late hour last night they 
expected Gubernatorial interference, but at 
midnight went to bed, after a lengthy inter­ 
view with their mother, Bisters and Miss 
Lewis, to whom Albert was betrothed. Mrs. 
Talbot was very bitter against the Governor 
for not commuting the sentence of her boys. 
The prisoners received the last sacrament 
from the Catholic Church this morning. 
There was an exceedingly affecting scene ia 
the jail between the prisoners aud their rela­ 
tives. 
About noon Charles, the ynunges\ broke 
down completely, and begged that something 
might he done. This unnerved the women 
and made a terrible scene. The women were 
removed, Mrs. Talbot frantically resisting, 
but the guards led her away cryiDg, “ I hope 
you will be satisfied when you have killed 
my boys.” The brothers were taken to the 
gallows in an omnibus, being strongly 
shackled, the women and the crowd following. 
The scene when the trap fell was very sol­ 
emn and impressive, the whole crowd utter­ 
ing a groan. 
The Northern Pacific Konfc. 
M issoula (Mont.), July 221—Thomas F. 
Oakes, Vice-President of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, and par'y, arrived 
here this afternoon, tight days from Walla 
Walla. Mr. Oakes ia much pleased with the 
route over which he has passed, having found 
the country better and the route more favor­ 
able than he expected. The highest altitude 
passed over so far does not exceed 3,300 feet, 
and, in his opinion, to grade will exceed 100 
feet to the mile, and that only in a few in­ 
stances. The route followed was up the val­ 
ley of Clark’s river from where it enters 
Lake Pen d’Oreille, and for the entire dis­ 
tance the country is well-watered, finely- 
timbered and covered with excellent grass.

Fourth Warders, all of whom had known 
McCarthy. Tney were all of the opinion 
that he and “ Billy the Kid ” were identical. 
Said one of the group, “ There is one way 
to make sure sure of it. McCarthy when 
ten years old was badly burned with acid, 
and Was treated at the Chambers-street Hot- 
pital; but I think he must be scarred on the 
upper part of one of his legs and body.” 
Failures «F a Week. 
N f.w York, July 223.—The failure record 
of the week includes between eighty and 
ninety cases, nearly half in the Western 
States. In the South there have been only 
seven business casualties, and these of little 
or no consequeoce. In the Middle States 
twenty-eight dealers succumbed, and in the 
Eastern nine. In New York city, out of ten 
cases, there are none of any significance.

J. T. W. Mat 
thews, editor of the Times, who was ordered 
to leave, and did so, but returned in defiance 
of the threats of outlaws, was assassinated 
last night in a cowardly manner. Eighteen 
buckshot took effect in hie left side. He and 
bis clerk had just gone to the well for water, 
when the man who shot him was seen, but 
not recognized. Judge Harris has also been 
advised to leave the country. 
Hanged for Committing a Murder Thir­ 
teen Tears Ago. 
Ci.inton (Mo.), July 22d.—John W. Pat- 
teraon, who murdered James (4. Clark near 
Leesburg, Henry county, December 1, 1868. 
was hanged here this morning in the presence 


of 8,000 persons, half a mile from town. He 
made no speech, except thanking the Sheriff 
for his kindness. He died in ten minutes, 
his neck being broken. He eluded arrest for 
ten years after the crime, and was taken in 
Livingstone, 111. The case has been delayed 
ever since by legal proceedings. 
Gladstone to Mrs. Garfield.
